Statesman, Henry Clay, who, instead of em- 
bracing at once the whole idea of freedom, tries 
to ‘serve his turn’ by stopping half way-abolish- 
ing the ¢rade in Slaves, but clinging to Slavery it- 
self—opposing the extension of Slavery to new 
territories,yet unwilling thatCongress should use 
its powerto prevent it, and holding on with a 
death-grasp to the system in the State and on his 
own plantation !—offering his sympathies to the 
refugees from foreign tyranny, and yet propo- 
sing to wield the whole power of the Govern- 
ment for the mean and dijabolical purpose of 
catching Fugitive Slaves! In these very mat- 
ters, too, we are sorry to say that The Tribune 
itself illustrates its own doctrine by a willing- 
ness to ‘stop half way’ in the road to Liberty, 
to take the halves of ideas instead of the whole, 
to connive at Slavery in the States, while it 
shrinks from its farther extension.

gress to grant their prayer. The people who 
petition have the right to judge also whether 
Congress has a right to act, and then, when the 
subject is before us, we have the right to judge 
and decide on the propriety and power of Con- 
gress to act. 

Mr. Davis of Massachusetts (¢ Ilonest John’) 
spoke with some warmth against the reception 
of the petition. It called upon them to destroy 
what they were sworn to support.
